speech, free schools, and an unfettered con- 
science constituted the basis of her civiliza- 
tion, and with liberty, law, and learning, with 
these three combined, we were able to start 
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an ideal government. No lack, ladies and 
gentlemen, was in our primal stock ; no weak- 


ling founders builders there. They were the 


men of Plymouth Rock, the Puritans. and the 
Cavaliers. 
Ohio’s First Laws. 

“It was my privilege a short while ago to 
have described to me a striking but rude and 
unfinished picture drawn in pen and ink 
many years ago. It was the scene at 
Marietta, the oldest settlement in the State, 
when the first laws were posted on the great 
beech trees of the forest under the personal 
supervision of Gov. Sinclair; in the summer 
of 1788. Whatever of art was lacking in 
this picture the faces.were those of strong, 
earnest men, well fitted to build a common. 
wealth, andthere in the impenetrable forest 
they were administered with proven respect 
for law and order’ throughout to 
which they ever held and which they trans- 
mitted to their descendants, and which they 
ever well illustrated in every crisis of State 
considered this 
first proclaiming and publishing of the 
law an important event was apparent, not 
only by the attentive attitude of the dis- 
tinguished crowd of revolutionary heroes that 
were there as her first officers, and who stood 
watching the posting, but by the border of 
wondering faces of the Indian chieftans who 
were present. Even the untutored savage saw 
that this was an event of unusual significance. 
The beneficent sway of civilization was not to 
begained merely by clearing the forest, by the 
building of forts and stockades, or even of 
comnfortable homes.

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LOUD CRY FOR WORK. 


MASS-MEETING IN NEW YORK REP- 
_ RESBNTS 120,000 MEN. 


~~ of 15,000 in Madison Square 

Garden Includes All Classes, trom An- 
archists to President Low of Colu:obia 
College Police Called Out to Quell an 
Impending Riot, but No Arrests Are 
Necessary=City and State Governments 
Appealed TomOther New York News. 

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]—Fifteen 
thousand unemployed workingmen thronged 
the amphitheater of Madison Square Garden 
tonight to demand in mass-meeting the 
work which will give them bread. 
They represented, the Chairman said, 
120,000 men who are willing to work, but 
who have sought employment in vain. It was 
the greatest indoor labor meeting which New 
York has seen fora decade and fiercest be- 
cause of the warring factions, who forgot in 
their excitement that they had met to make 
common cause in their demand for relief. 

News of the impending storin reached the 
West Thirtieth Street Station before the 
Chairman had fairly ended his introductory 
remarks, and Capt. Schmittberger dispatched 
Sergt. Halpin and fifty-two policemen to 
quell the riot which seemed imminent. The 
police did littie. They ejected a few men 
who were foolish enough to become riotous 
at the edge of the crowd. At the center the 
supporters of the various factions fought at 
will, and then, at the end, when the caldron 
had bubbled over and had subsided again, 
long resolutions were adopted with a mighty 
‘aye,’ and the gathering dispersed without 
the necessity fora single arrest. 

The meeting was called as a result of a con- 
ference of labor leaders acting under the 
auspices of the University Settlement Associ- 
ation, and Dr. Stanton Coit, of the associa- 
tion was the chairman. Into ,it had come 
Anarchists and Socialists, Federal Labor 
Union, men, socialist labor party agi- 
tators, and men without affiliation, 
who regarded all of the others with 
strong disfavor. There were, for instance, 
Barondes, the fiery leader of the cloakmak- 
ers ; "Gompers, the signal for alternate threats 
and cheers; Weisman, who fought for a hear- 
ing until it seemed that his insistance threat- 
ened to create a riot; President Seth Low of 
Columbia, an element of peace and mildness 
among the firebxyands; and the Rev. Dr. 
Rainsford with his theories of reform. 

When Chairman Coit had called the meet- 
ing to order he read the following resolutions, 
which had a long preamble, and which were 
adopted later on with an unanimous “aye” 
which could have beén heard a block away: 

** Resolved, That the people assembled in 
this mass-mveting do urge the Legislature in 
the name of justice and humanity to give 
precedence over all other matters to the bills 
already before it the passage of which would 
make possible work for the unemployed and 
to immediately further bills of a similar kind; 
and be it 

** Resolved, That while many other public 
works are needed, we specially urge upon the 
attention of the City Government and Legis- 
lature bills for the construction of parks, the 
paving of streets, and building of school- 
houses; and be it 

** Kesolved, That we urge the Mayor, the 
heads of city departments, and all other ad- 
ministrators of the law to see that such laws 

| spacted. be executed immediately and 
seiré'to the Governor, to each member of 
the Senate and Assembly, to the Mayor of 
New York City, and all the heads of the vari-. 
ous city departments.” | 

President Seth Low of Columbia College 
was the first speaker. He'spoke briefly, advo- 
cating legislative action for the employment 
of idle men by needed public improvements. 
Then came Socialist-Labor Leader Daniel de 
Leon. Henry Weisman, editor of the Bakery 
Journal, who has been recognized son 
times as a Socialist and sa ce omy 
Anarchist, was next. Abraham Cahn, Pfotf. 
Felix Adler of the Society of Ethical Culture, 
and Dr. Rainsford followed. 


WILL TRY A NEW GRAND JORY, 


Supt. Byrnes to Press the Charges Against 
“Three High Officials.” 

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]—Supt. 
Byrnes, regardless of the mysterious action 
of the grand jury in refusing to bring indict- 
ments, has not dropped his investigation into 
Mrs. Lucy McCarthy’s charge that $2,500 
was taken from her by three * high officials,”’ 
who promised her police protection, Henry 
W. Beardsley, until a week ago a civil service 
examiner, John C. Munzinger, a lawyer 
practicing in the Yorkville Police Court, 
and Conrad M. Smith, clerk of the 
Yorkville Police Court. ‘Che Superintendent 
put before the January grand jury the 
evidence as it came to him from the woman. 
She was a witness and told her story. The 
Superintendent was much surprised when 
no indictments were returned. The January 
grand jury ends its term of service with the 
present month. Supt. Byrnes is still at work 
on the case, and the February grand jury, it 
is said, will give the case a more thorough 
hearing. 


THREE INJURED IN AN EXPLOSION, 


Refining House in Brooklyn Destroyed, 
with a Loss of $50,000, 

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]—A tank 
containing nearly fifty barrels of grease that 
was undergoing u« process of refiningat Davis’ 
oil works in Ninth street, near the Gowanus 
Canal, South Brooklyn, expluded today, 
slightly injuring three men and setting fire to 
‘he three-story frame building in which the 
tank was situated. The injured men are: 
Cook. FranK. of No. 260 Bond street; burned 

about the arms and boty. 

Lyncu, WILLIAM, of No. 200 Bond street: scalp 
wound, caused by a flying scrap of iron. 

Novinesky, LAwWRrence. of No. 135 Twentieth 
street; bruised about the body. 

The injured men were taken to the Seney 
Hospital. where their injuries were dressed. 
The refining-house, in which explosion oe- 
curred, was demolished, and the flames ex- 
tended to the press-house adjoining, a three- 
story building, and in which the refrigerating 
apparatus of the Davis oil works is situated, 
The loss is estimated at about $50,000. The 


property is insured.

THIRD SALE OF SENEY PICTURES, 


Notabie Event in Art Circles to Be Held 
Next Week. = 

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]—The sales 
of the first two collections of pictures made 
by the late George I. Seney were among the 
most notable that have ever taken place in this 
country, and the auction to he held in Chick- 
ering Hall Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday 
evenings of next week, and at the American 
Art Galleries Saturday, by order of his exec- 
utur, of the third gathering made by him will 
be an event of much note. The present col- 
lection, a first view of which was given to- 
night at the American Art Galleries, 
does not contain as many works of impor- 
tance as did the first two. The present col- 
lection contains 411 numbers, amorg which 
815 are paintings in oil. These, with the 
water colors, pastels, drawings, etchings, and 
engravings, fill all the five galleries as well as 
a room and a corridor. 

There was a good attendance at the Fifth 
Avenue Art Galleries tonight when the first 
half, seventy-two paintings, of a collection by 
twelve American artists were sold by Auc- 
tioneer Robert Somerville for $8,406. 
‘Dressing Up,’ by Hamilton Hamilton, 
brought $290, the highest price of the even- 
ing. Stanley Middleton’s ‘‘ Noon in the Hay- 
field ’’ was sold for $30, the lowest figure of 
the sale.

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ROUT FOR DEMOCRACY 


NEW YORK OITY STERNLY REBUKES 
TARIFF TINKERING. 


At a Special Election in the Fourteenth 
Congressional District Quigg, Repub- 
lican, Is Elected by Nearly 1,000 Votes, 
Overcoming a Democratic Plurality of 
8,000—In the Pifteenth District a Dem- 
ocrat Is Chosen, but the Tammany Plu- 
rality Is Cut Down Several Thousand. 

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]|—Lemuel 
Ely Quigg, a Republican, will occupy the seat 
in the House of Representatives made vacant 
by the resignation of Col. John R. Fellows, 
who resigned on account of his having been 
elected District-Attorney of this county. The 
people of the.Fourteenth District so decided 
at the special election today by giving Quigg 
a plurality of nearly 1.000 votes over William 
L, Brown, the Tammany candidate. Quigg’s 
election is regarded as a great victory, and it 
may be mentioned incidentally is a plume in 
the bonnet of Mrs. J. Ellen Foster of Iowa, 
who stumped the district under the direction 
of the Republican National committee. The 
result isa great surprise to Richard Croker 
and other Tammany. leaders, who have rested 
in the belief that there was no danger of Mr: 
Brown being defeated. 

Isidor Strauss, the Democratic didate 
nominated to succeed Ashbel P. Fiteh, who 
resigned his seat to become City Controller, 
was elected in the Fifteenth Sictcide over 
Frederick W. Sigrist, the Republican ‘vandi- 
date, The Fourteenth and Fifteenth Districts 
comprise nearly all that portion of Manhattan 
Island north of Fifty-ninth street. The candi- 
dates in the Fourteenth District were Lemuel 
E. Quigg, Republican; William lL. Brown, 
Democrat; George A. Hunter, People’s; 
Daniel De Leon, Socialist-Labor ; and George 


LEMUEL E. QUIGG, 


Munro, Prohibition. In the Fifteenth the 
candidates were Frederick W. Sigrist, Repub- 
lican; Isidor Strauss, Democrat; Michael J. 
Leonard, People’s; Lucien Sanial, Socialist- 
Labor; and William McElveen, Prohibition. 

In the Fourteenth District Quigg received 
13,566 votes; Browa, 12,582; scattering, 
1,100; Quigg’s plurality, 984. 

The returns complete from the Fifteenth 


District give Straus, 15,390; Sigrist, 10,703; 
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et last fail two Congressmen who would have 
to resign if elected clearly indicated the con- 
fidence of Richard Croker in electing his men 
at a special election. Both districts were 
strongly Democratic, Fellows’ plurality in 
1892 was 8,125 and thatof Fitch was 11,869. 

It was these figures that gave the Repub- 
licans the courage to make the effort to carry 
the districts at the special election. Today’s 
returns show that some of the election dis- 
tricts which were carried by ex-Judge 
Maynard, the unpopular Tammany candidate 
for the Court of Appeals, were today carried 
by Quigg. This shows undoubtedly Repub- 
lican gains, as Maynard fell behind his ticket 
in this city as well as over the State, and it is 
fair to presume that he polled the minimum 
Democratic strength. As between the two 
districts Quigg polled today 80 per cent of 
the Republican vote and Sigrist 66 per cent. 
On the other hand Brown, Quigg’s' opponent, 
polled less than 50 per cent of the Demo- 
cratic vote and Strauss a little more than 50 
per cent of the Democratic vote. 

Mr. Quigg conducted an exceedingly lively 
canvass. It has been popularly called a 
breathless campaign. It was indeed pict- 
uresque. Mrs. J. Ellen Foster was his main- 
stay on the stump, while William Leary was his 
manager and looked after the details and 
Tammany tricks. Leary is a worker, and 
flooded the district with literature not calcu- 
lated todo the Democratic party any good 
and more or less uncomplimentary to Mr. 
Cleveland’s administration. It was largely 
composed of protection documents. Itis esti- 
mated that this exceedingly active campaign 
manager spread three tons of literature over 
the district. 

While a hard fight was made for Mr. Sigrist 
in the Fifteenth he did not stand the same 
chance of winningas Quigg in the Fourteenth, 
as the Democratic plurality was greater. His 
political manager was A. H. Steele. Quigg’s 
popularity and individuality peculiarly fitted 
him for a campaign of this kind. 

Wanted Another “Change.” 

After his defeat was apparent Coil. Brown 
said: * The only thing to do is to accept the 
situation philosophically. I regard the de- 
feat as no reflection upon myself or the 
Democratic party’s policy. It is largely due 
to the dissatisfaction over the mercantile de- 
pression and to the habit voters have of want- 
ing a change, without directly holding a 
party’s policy responsible.” 

Mr. Strauss said: “It is singular that the 
tariff issue should have resulted in Democrat- 
ic victory in one case and Democratic defeat 
in the other.”’

Chief Brennan and Mayor Hopkins Are 
Opposed ‘to the Present Style, and a 
“Hilly” Similar to That in Vogue at 
New York Is to Be Given the Guardians 
of the: Peace—Some of the Officers Pro- 
test Karnestly Against the Proposed 
Innovation. 


The glory of the Chicago “cop” is about 
to depart. The club which has dangled for 
; years at his side like a warrior’s sword is to 
be snatched from him. In its place he is to 
be furnished with a weapon iooking like a 
six-inch link of bologna sausage. _As this is 
to be carried in his pocket his belt, of course, 
is to be discarded along with his bludgeon. 
Chief Brennan has admitted that he 
would not care if he nevor saw a policeman’s 
club again. Mayor Hopkins said a few days 
ago that the club ought to go, and. what he 
says goes. He would have the- policeman 
wear in its place a billy of leather, such as the 
New York policemen delight in. and that. will 
be hidden away under the policeman’s coat. 

Still, the opinions of the. private police on 
this subject are varied, and some of them 
quite original. A reporter of Tue Trraune 
heid up a number of them last night, and: the 
following are the sentiments expressed : 


Officer Pete McCrane—I am strongly opposed 
to abolishing the policeman's cake Why, what 
wotld become of us? What could we defend 
ourselves with? You say they have abolished the 
club in New York. But Chicago is not New 
York. The police in New York travelin twos. 
They are paid $100 and we $80 a month. The 
two cases aro not at all similar. 1 think the club 
is the right thing and I should be véry surry to 
see it abolished. re 

Officer Michael White--It would sever do in 
the world to take away our club and to replace it 
with the billy ; it would be another mistake worse 
than the first. The billy is a murderous weapon, 
and when a man strikes with it he is never sure 
that he will not kill. What the New York police 
do is nothing to us, as the two forces are entirely 
on.a different footing. If the New York police 
earry no clubs, the police in omer parts of the 
world are heavily armed. was abroad 
not long ago, and I.found that the police across 
the water were walking arsenals. We can't fight 
a mob with our fists, we do not want to shoot 
them unnecessarily, and the loaded billy is just 
as dangerous and a good deal more treacherous 
than a pistol.

The point 
made against it is its alleged brutality, and I see 
no-forceinit. Almost any’ policeman wil) fight 
if he is attacked. Itisarare thing to see one 
| show the white feather. Now, if he is a high- 
tempered man, not able to use a club 
with discretion, he is not fit for a 
policeman. The ideal policeman is dispassion- 
ate, He will stand any amount of vituperation 
as long as lie has got his man. Such a man is in 
no danger of ¢lubbing people unmercifuily. On 


only a short billy, like those which I hear are 
provided for the New York police, he will man- 
age to be just as brutal with that as he would be 
with a longer one. I think you might just as weil 
take away a policeman’s pistol as to take away 
his club, and how necessary his .pistol is I need 
not say. 

Officer Martin Conroy—I am opposed to abolish- 
ing the Policeman’s club. Whatis he going to pro- 
tect himself with against robbers and murderers? 
His fist? I do not know what sort of club they 
have in New York, but I should not think that a 
club much shorter than what we use now would 
answer the purpose. As to brutality. if a man is 
brutal he ought not to be a policeman at all, and 
he will be brutal with any weapon you give him, 
OF me no weapon atall. I say let us have our 
clubs.

OPPOSE ADDITIONAL ASSESSORS. 


Lake View Citizens to Test the Constita- 
tionality of a Recent Statute. 


Robert R. Clark filed a petition yesterday 


perior Court to compe! James J. Wilson, the 
Town Clerk of Lake View, to issue a call for 
an election of Assessor and other town offi- 
cials. The suit is a friendly one and is brought 
for the purpose of raising the question of the 
constitutionality of the statute passed in 1893, 
which provides that in all towns of more than 
40,000 and less than 100,000 inhabitants 
there should be three Assessors instead of one. 
The vetition says it 1s the duty of Town Clerk 
Wilson to call an election April 3 next, and 
that the call should issue twenty days prior to 
the election. The population of Lake View 
falls within the limits .fixed by the legislation 
of 1893, the petition says, and that in accord- 
ance therewith the Town Clerk threatens to 
incorporate in the next election call a clause 
for the election of three Assessors for the 
Town of Lake View. If this shall, be done 
the petitioners claim the taxpayersof Lake 
View wili be called upon to pay $3,300 more 
a year for Assessors’ salaries than is paid by 
any other township in Cook County. This is 
because the act provides that tite three As- 
sessors shall be paid $3,600 a year, whereas 
the former Assessor's salary was fixed at 

2.50 aday. The petitioners declare the act 
is unconstitutional as itis in the nature of 
special legislation, and that it was passed to 
odate the taxpayers of Peoria, which 
is the only other township in the State 
‘affected. ;
